The British’ Columbian. 


THE VICTORIA CHAMBER DF COMMERCE AND 
FREE TRADE. 

We have before us a neatly printed pamphlet, 
jost issued by the Victoria Chamber of Commerce, 
and entitled ‘ Progress of British) Commerce 
under Free Trade” &c. About two weeks ago 
& paper emanated from the same body designed 
for the Imperial eye, and which may be charac- 
terised, in.a word, as a tissue of gros# misrepre- 
sentation and.falsehoud, scarcely excelled in that 
respect by the virulent abuse with which the press 
of the neighboring colony has for some time back 
attained so unenviable a notoriety. In the pam- 
phlet before us the bady in whose nme it is is- 
sued has wisely eschewed any) original, remarks, 
but has merely published 16 pages of dry statis- 
tical information respecting the commerce of the 
United Kingdom, and which \has already been 
published elsewhere. Of coorse we hate not the 
time or disposition to read the pamphlet through ; 


- but we really feel at a loss to sce very clearly 


its applicabilfiy to Victoria; for we presume it is 
intended to be sv applied. Surely the Chamber 
of Commerce has nut fallen into’ thie ludicrous 
blunder of comparing the little island of Vancou- 
ver with that island, comparatively smal] though 
it be, which may almost be said to direct and 
control the commerce of the civilised world ! 
Aud yet, incredibly absurd as it may appear, the 
natural inference one mast draw from the publi. 
cation of the pamphlet in question, without note 
or comment, is that the commercial solons of the 


neighboring colony have actually arrived at the 


conclusion that because freg trade is good for 
Great Britain it must also be good for Vancou. 
ver Fsland. It’s an old saying that ‘‘ what’s 
sauce for the goose is sauce for the gander,” 


.and yet it shonld not be forgptten that what 


would fatten the old goose might kill the gos- 
ling, Our Victoria Free-traders appeat to over. 
Jouk the important fact thut the principle of free 
trade has not'prevailed quite half a century in 


England. Up to the time that) Huskissun lead 


off in the free trade movement the commercial 
policy of the’ United Kingdom ‘was hijghly pro- 
tective, perhaps more so than that of any other 
country at the time. And yet no one will at- 
tempt t» deny that, anterior to that period, pro” 
tection was the true policy for Great Britain’ 
But the time did arrive when she ¢ould with safety 
and, as hus beeri proved, with advantage throw 
down the wall of protection, and invite the eom- 
petition and the interchange of commerce of all 
nations. Tv argue that: because free trade is 
Britaiu’s trae policy now it must, therefore, be 


_ the true poli¢y of Vancouver Islind in its present 


stage is simply absurd. Nor would it be cor- 
rect, on the uther hand, to jump at the conclu- 
sion that because a protective policy was benefi- 
cial to-Great Britain in her earlier history it, 
therefore, of necessity must be beneficial to Van- 
couver Islund now. In order to establish either 
position it must first be shown that the commer- 
cial interests and circumstances of the two are 
similar, © It is nonsense, therefore, to take these 
abstract theories aud apply then) without any 
reference to the position and) circumstances 
of the country to which it-is sought. to -apply 
them. A free trade policy may have suited Vic- 


-toria very well, so lopg as they had a finger in 


oor Treasury ; but that it was caléalated to pro- 
mate the interests of the island, as a whole, even 
then, we deny. ‘Bot, now that British Colambia 
is no longer their banker the case is very differ- 
ent, aud the nevessity of raising their revenoe by 
means of a tariff is every day becoming more ap- 
-parent,

There is to be geen in the book store'of Messrs. 
Clarkson & Co,/an original water color painting, 
by Mr. Syme, of this town.’ It is illustrative of 
the old sung /earing the above title, Among 
the matiy lyrical gems that glisten in| the page 
of Scottist song, there are few whose completeness 
is so marked as that of ‘ John Anderson my Jo.” 
Its beanty is not of that fragmentary kind which 
generally characterizes the lyric. It is a simple 
life-drarma—the peaceful, uneventful, earnest life 
of a well-to-do Scottish peasant, The painter's 
conception, we think, .is very good. . The two 
figures sitting in-front of their little well-thatch- 
éd, rose-elustered cottage, would seenj to realize 
the very ideal of homely content and ‘placid re- 
signation, while the Eden-like lovelindss of the 
whole scene is suggestive of that ‘ perfect hea- 
ven here below” spoken of in the song.
